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HE HISTORY OF THE BLACUK BSEA
" OLAUSE.

The conference met on Taesday, Jaunary
7th, in the Foreign Ofice and immediately
adjourned till the 24th instant, when it is
hoped  French representative may be able
toattend. Meanwhile, in dealing with this
matter the Liberal press of London is doing
ite best to falsify the flattering but quite in-
aecourate view of the Times, that the daily
journals are gradually abandoning ‘‘formal

isanship,” which only a little while ago
mmdiled the Qonservative press almost
alome. The competition between the most
influential journal in the world, and the jour-

nal with the . largest cironlation
in the world, and the journal with
a world-wide circulation leads (we

have no time to explain how at present) to
another sort of competition—namely, as ta
which of them shall most cleariy manifest its
consclousness of the honor of being *‘primed
by a Minister. There are too many signs
that in this question of the Black Sea clanse
this process of priming has been largely aund
carefully carried ont, It is all the more im-
portant, therefore, that some one should ex-
plain what are the questions at issue, their
origin and trune value. A full and interest.
ing aceount of the negotiations which resulted
in the treaty now under consideration will be
found in the new number of the Hdinburgh
Review. For our readers’' benefit we note
some of the principal features in that narra-
tive.

On the 20d of July, 1554, M. Drouyn de
Lhuys wrote to the French Minister at
Vienna, pointing out that the facilities which
Russin possessed for developing a maritime
power in the Black Bea were a psrmanent
menace to Turkey, and laying down four
points for which the Allies were contendiug.
The third of thess was that ‘‘the treaty of
the 13th of July, 1811 (known as the Treaty
of the Straits), should be revised by the
high contracting parties in the interest
of the European Ealnnco of power, and
with a view to a limilation of the Russian
power in the Black S8ea.” The Allies held to
their four points throughout the war, and,
above all, to this third point, to which, on
the other hand, Russia was equally strenuons
and determined in her opposition. Austria,
when consulted, declared that without the
third point she would not negotiate, and
Prussia also accepted it. It was thus incor-
porated in the memorandum of the 25th of
December, 1854, which was the basis of the
Vienna Conference: —

The revision of the Treaty of July 13, 15il, must
have for {ts objject to connect the exist2ace of the
Ottoman Empire more compléelely with the Earo-

equilibrium, and to put an end to the pre-
ponderance of Russla in the Black Sea As o the
arrangements to be made in this respect, they de-

In the conference Russia declined to make
any proposal on the snbject. Austria recom
mended a system of naval equipoise—that is,
that the two riverain powers, Iinssia and
Turkey, sheuld bind themaelves by treaty to
maintain in the Black Sea a certain number
of ships and no more. France also thought
there should be a limitation of naval
forces there, Lord John  Rassell,
supporting this proposition, remarked ‘‘that
the Black Bea was exceptional; that the prin-
ciple of closing the Dardanelles had been
adopted by the public law of Europe: that of
the two powers which alone command the
shores of the Black Sea the one, already very
strong, continnally angments its forces, while
the other iz weakened by her contest with
Russia. In this state of things England re-

ards the excessive increase of the Russian

eet in the Black Sea as a perpetual menace
hanging over the Bosphorus and Constanti-
nople. To admit tbat the Ottoman Empire
is an essential element of the Enropean egui-
librium, and to wish to maintain at the same
time a perpetual menace directed against that
empire, is a flagrant inconsistency.”

‘B‘hﬂo Russia rejected the principle of a
limitation of naval forces as incompatible
with her dignity, Prince Gortschakoll sub-
mitted a document rebutting the charge
against Russia of abusing her preponderance
in the Black Sea, and proposing to open the
Dardanelles and Black Sea to the flags of all
nations on condition that Russian ships should
bave the right (with the consent of the
Porte) to s out as freely as the others
entered. This was negatived absolutely by
Turkey, England, and France as totally
incompatible with their policy and objeots,
and the mnegotiations were broken -off.
Although Lord Russell, with M. Drouyn de
Lhuys, leant towards the principle of a
counterpoise between the Russian aod Tark-
ish fleets in the Black Sea, the British Gov-
ernment insisted that the limitation should
be absolute. In a ocircular to the Queen's
representatives abroad, Lord Clarendon made
the following remarks, which have unot yet
lost their appropriateness or foree: —

Russis has aaserted that o regard for her dignity
precludes her from acceding to the terms proposed
by the allles on the third polnt, But she digolty
of lussia cannot require that sheshould kKeep up in
time of pedce, and on the immediate thresiiold of
her weaker nelghbor, a force wholly unnecessary
for purposes of self-defense, but enabling her at the
Bhortest potice o subvyert the Independence of thnt
nulilmnr, and to change the territorla’ distribution
of Europe. Yet such {8 the position which Hussia
bas maintained tn the Black Sea, and whilen she has
éven now publicly avowed her delermination aot to
renounce,

pretend that she has anyuitog to fear from the lhos-

On the fall of Bebastopol, and the conclu-
sion of a treaty with Sweden, by whioh the
Allies would have been able to carry the war
into I'inland, Aunstria renewedsthe offer ef her
good officer, and the four pointa were again
presented in n more detailed form.

Before this was submitted
to Russin, it hnd been warmly discnssed by
the Western powers. A proposal by Franoce
to lower the terms provoked an indignant
remonstrance from England, Lord Palmerston
deoclaring that sooner than accept inadequate
termn, England and Turkey would carry on
the war alone. England insisted that the
engageaient s to the Black Sea must be
embodied in the general treaty with the
powers, and must not be modified without
their asgent. These views carried the day,
and on the ith of January, 1856, Count Nes-
selrode, accepting the bases of negotiation,
thus referred to the third point:—

Article 3 Is at boltom ouly a reproduction of the
proposal emanating from the Imperia! Caoinet (that
{5, Russia herself}, which your Excellency was
charged to communicate to the Ausirian Govern-
ment. We accept {8, and thereby consent that the
convention to he made between Rossla and the Porte
for this purpose should be previously submitted to
the sanction of the contracting powers. Wo have
only two amendments to propose, one of which 18
golely intended to make the terms more clear and
avold all misconstruction; the other is a trifling
aadition of a word with reference 1o the suppression
of the slave-trade on the Black Bea coast,

These preliminaries being settled, the
Congress of Paris opened on the 2ith of Feb-
ruary, and on the 4th of March the third
point came up for consideration. It was
agreed that the Black Sea should be neu-
tralized, and that its waters and ports, while
thrown open to the mercantile marine of
“formally and in
perpetuity interdicted to the flag of war,
either of the powers possessing its coasts or
of any other power, with the exceptions
stipulated in the present treaty.” The
paragraph as to the prohibition of

tary arsenals was also adopted.
Lord Clarendon pointed ount that the
maintenance of an arsenal of the first-class
at Nicolaieft, though not on the shores of the
Black Sea, would justify public opinion in
““attributing to Russia intentions which she
cannot entertain.” Upon this the First
Plenipotentiary of Russia replied ‘‘that the
Ewmperor, his august master, on acceding
with sincerity to the propositions of peace,
firmly resolved strictly to carry outall the
engagements resulting from them; * * =
that in order at once to provide for
his - engagements and for the require-
ments of the mnaval service, the
Emperor intends only to authorize the con-
struction at Nicolaieft of the vessels-of-war
mentioned in the bases of the negotiations,"”
Turther, Count Orloff agreed to the insertion
of his declaration in the Prolocol, adding
that to prove his sincerity the Emperer re-
quested a free passage through the Bospho-
rus and I)ardmaﬁas for the two ships of the
line which alone were then at Nicolaieff, and
which would have to proceed to the Baltic as
soon as peace was concluded.

It must not be supposed that the only point
at issue is as o the mneuntralization of the
Blaok Sea. This is the leading question, but
a nunmiber of other questions hinge upon it,
For example, as the Kdinburgh Keview points
out, the arrangements as to the Roumanian
Provinces and the navigation of the Danube
are more or less dependent on the neutraliza-
tion of the Black Sea. Indeed, the Danube
was opened by Austria on the express con-
dition that no ships of war should
be witlun reach of its mouth. That Austria
is not disposed to waive that condition may
be gathered from the letter from Pesth in
Wedneaday's Times, “If,” it says, ‘‘the rule
as to the neotrality of the Black Sea be
altered, the Anstrian Government will con-
sider the provisions with respect to the
Danube to have ceased altogether, and will
demand other guarantees for the protection
of the river than those devised in the treaty
of 1856, The tuation of the European
Commission would be one of those guar-
antees.”

THE BTRASBOURG LIBRARY.
From Appleton's Journal,

Thke Public or “Town" Library of Stras.
bourg, destroyed in the recent siege by the
Germans, was located in what is known as
the *‘Temple.-Neuf," formerly & Dominican
monastery; but of late nsed ns a place of wor-
ship for the Lutherans. Its history dates
back as far as early in the sixteenth century,

| when it spems fo have originated in a be-

quest from John Geiler von Kayserberg, a
famous preacher, who lived in Btrasbourg
thirty-three years, and died there March 10,
1510,

His library of books and munuseripts, which
he bequeathed to the town, doubltless formed
the nucleus of the Eublic library, The art of
Rrinting was then but half a eentury old, and

syserberg’s collections contained more
wanuseripts than printed books.

It was not, however, until 1581 that the
library became known as the “‘Town Library,"
but fromn this date it grew by constant acqui-
gition, until, in our day, bhaving added to
itself a large collegiate library, and two or
three valuable private collections, it contains
ons hundred and eighty thousand volumes of
printed books, and fifteen hundred and eighty-
nins MBS,

Both in early printed books and aucient
manuseripts it was eminently rich, Oberlin,
onee chiefl librarian, computed the number
of its books printed before 1520 at four
thousand three handred; and of these, not
lesa than eleven hundred were without date.

_Among the collections presented to the
library uld be meutioned that of Johu

| Duniel Schoeplin, a learned historian and an-

tiquary, Professor of Eloguence and History
in the Upiversity of Btrusbonrg, in 1720,
Behoepflin_ wrote many locul antiquarian
works, aud numerous small dissertations; one
of which latier was an attempt to prove that
Guttenberg fimt practised the art of printing
al Sirssbourg which Beboeffer afterwards

| perfected ol Mayence.

The abnupdant book raritiea of ths Stras-
bourg Library were doubtless due to the faot
of that cily having certainly bean the eradle
of the art of printing, nlﬂwugh Mayeouce
msy have been its nursery, ut, besides

posed o all the dangers wiich might bave arisen | rare books of great value, the library con-

tained ome of the finest oollections of illumi-
oated manuseripts, Of these, may be spe-
oially noted the ‘‘Hortus Deliciaram” of
Herada, Abbess of I . one of the
most perfect specimens of illamination as
practised at the close of the eleventh cen-

tury. period of the production
of this MS. is believed to bave
been about 1180, The subjects

were miscellaneous, and most elaborately rep-
resented by illuminations and miniatures,
Dibdin, the bibliomaniac, describes it as com-
rrinlng “battles, sioges, men tumbling from
adders which reach to the sky—conflagra-
tions, agriculture—devotion, penitence—re-
venge, murder—in short, there is hardly a
passion animating the human breast but what
is represented hore, it is so perfect in all its
parts, and so rich in its particular description,
that it may probably vie with any similar pro-
ductien in Europe.’

Here, too, were deposited those memorable
documents in the lawsuit between Guttenberg
and his partner which have thrown so much
light on the origin of the history of printing.
'l‘te depositions in this case were in M35, and
eontained in a small folio, dated 1439, Dibdin
questions their authenticity, believing them
to bave been only attested copies; but he is
bardly sustained by evidence.

Among the early printed books were copies
from the press of Faust at Mayence, Egges-
teyn of Strasbourg, and Mentelin of the rame
place., The latter, who was supposed to be
the earliest printer of Strasbourg, was born
there, of an obscure family, in 1410. He
was originally a writer and illaminator of
manuseripts, in the service of the Bishop of
Strasbourg; but having got hold of the art of
printing, he practised it about 1466-72, priat-
ing his first works without date, and passing
them off as manuscripis, which were then
selling at & very high prica. He printed the
first German Bible about 1466, end was fol-
lowed by Eggesteyn, who printed a Lalin
Bible in the following year.

There were likewise in this library a copy
of “Cicero,” printed by Faust in 1165 a
“Latin Ptolemy of 1462, with fine engraved
copper-plates; the ‘‘Chronicle of Foresius,”

rinted in Gothie type in 1474, of which

Jibdin acknowledges that he mnever heard of
another copy; acopy of ‘‘St. Jerome's Epis-
tles,” printed by Bchoeffer in 1470; a Latin
Bible printed by Jeusen in 1479; the first edi-
tion of *‘Catullus and Propertius of 1472;" an
early edition of *Virgil,” and many others of
equal rarity and antiquity.

Besides these specimens of early printing,
the Btrasbourg Library contained o finely-
selected eollection of modern books; yet it
was only used by the public to the extent of
an average daily attendance of fifty readers,
of whom many were doubtless tourists and
strangers. u

MEDICINAL PROPERTIES OF THE
OPOSSUM.
From the Miedment Virginian,

Comparatively few white persons are aware
of the byegienic qualities of the flesh of this
animal, although most of the negroes inherit
from their ancestors a knowledge of its bene-
ficial effects on their own race when suffering
from depression of spirits, ‘‘miseries in the
back,” and low fevers. There is significance,
therefore, in the remark of an old negro,
commenting on the illness of another, when
he says he ‘‘longs for 'possam.”

It is not likely that all species of the mar-
supalia possess this quality, but it is certainly
to be attributed to those that are frugiverouns
as our opossum (Dydelphus Virginiana)
which feeds on persimmons, the small spot-
ted-tail o m of Australia (D). lalucatus),
and some of the African species, We have
never met with apy record of the healing
properties of the opossum's flesh but in the
London Medical Journal, which was about
fifteen years ago. It was a matter of regret
that we conld not take the periodiecal from

the library of the Smithsonian Institute. In
substance, however, it was as follows: —
“When President Roberts, of Liberia, was ona

visit to Englund, he suffered from iliness that bailed
the skill of his dector. His life was o much in rm—
gamy that the Queen, hearing of his prolonged in-

igposition, with characteristic kindness sent her
own ﬁhnlclaa to visit his Excellency, and consult
with his medical adviser. In performing this daty
he requested the attendance of Dr, Ward, an emi’-

nent surgeon on board an Amerlean frigate then
I;Ing at Cowen. Buargeon Ward being of Fanquler,
Va., had In his boyhood frequently visited the ad-

olning (Loudoun) county, of which, it happened,

*resident Roberts was a native. The (nterview was
therefore Interesting in other respects than in ob-
taining a diagnosis of the patient’s malady.

“On leaving his Excellency's apartment Surgeon
Wara suggested to the conferring physiclaus a comn-
plete chaoge of diet, and, to their astonishment,
swrongly advocated the fesh of the opossum, dis-
canting on Its wonderful effects on negroes in Vir-
ginla, anlicted as Mr. Roberts was, It was deter-
mined to follow Surgeon Ward's advics, and, for
reasons which we will not here enumerate, to i:eup
the patient in ignorance of the lntended change
until this pecullar dlet was procured, Mr. Cramp-
ton, the British Minister at Washington, was theres
fore written to, enclosing some suggestions of Sar-
geon Ward as to the part of his native State where
opossums could be most easlly obtained,

“This mode of treatment was 8o novel a thing
that the Queen's physiclan mentioned it {n her pre-
sence, Her Majesty took an interest in the matter,
and requested 1t might be 8o nrranged that his Ex-
cellency ahould psrtake of this strange dish for the
first time in England, at a dioner given at the
palace, st which she would be present.

‘““The opessums arrived in due season, and the
dloner came off as her Majesty soggested, Prosl-
dent Hoberts occupying a seat opposite her own.
The consulting physiclaps belng invited, attended,
The effoct was remarked by the latter, even before
the cover of the dish contalning an opossum. st
before his Excellency, was removed. On solm
the odor, h's nostrils dilated. Whea he partook o
the Orst mouthful he laid dow his knife aad fork,
his face beaming with delight, and exolaimed, in
the ldiom of his early youth, *It is de possum, de
emblem of old Virginny !” }iauovcrlng, howaver,
his wouted dignily of bearing in & moment, he ste
heartlly of the ktrange dish, [lis convalescence
dated from that hour.'

Some years after reading the foregoing in
the journal quoted, we visited the Library of
the Capitol, and on opening Galignani's
Messenger found that tm remarkable cure
had been communicated to the Emperor
Louis Napoleon. By his dirsctions, some
fifty American opossums were inlroducsd
into the Jardin des Plantes, where they
afforded much amusement to the gay Parls-
ians, by the remarkable manner in which, by
means of their prehensile tails, they would
cling to the branches of the trees when
shaken, The same journal said slso that the
Empress Eugenie and the Prince Imperial
were highly entertained &t the way in which
the young opossmmns would emerge from, and
disappear in, the marsupial pouch of the

ent,

In conversation lately with Dr. Ward, he
informed us of a sin cironmstance in
connection with President Roberts' oure in
London, MHe says that Mr. Cram '
throngh the l:ﬁuw!' of Mr. Robert Willis,
craployed a colored boy known as Olinger,
then belonging to Oolonel Jack Fant, of
Lower Fauquier, to oatoh the opossums, and
it was afterwards asce that Olinger
was o nephew of FPresident Roberts,
